back of Buckingham Palace today by 
a Sergeant who was about to throw 
some.refuse into the cart. The bomb 
has been sent to the explosives de- 
partment of Scotland Yard for ex- 
amination, as it is not certain 
whether the detonator has been re- 
moved or not. 

Refuse from the Palace is collected 
each day by municipal garbage carts 
in the same way as from a private 
house, and, as the bomb was rusty 
and mud-stained, one theory is that 
it was tossed into the empty cart as 
it was on its way to the Palace by 
some one who wished to get rid of it. 
A full inquiry, however, is being 
made.

Trying to Remove Turks’ Fears. 


LAUSANNBE, Dec. 19 (Associated 
Press).—Turkish fears of submarines, 
Turkish fears of swiftly flying milltary 
airplanes, laden with bombs, and, gen- 


erally, Turkish fears of aggressions from 
without that would put Constantinople in 
danger have tonight placed the whole 
Lausanne conference in jeqpardy. 

The allied leaders say tonight that 
they have uttered their last word on 
the question of the freedom of the 
Straits. Tomorrow the Turks must say 
‘‘ves"’ or ‘‘no” to the allied project. 

The British experts, Admiral Keyes 
and General Burdett-Stuart, have al- 
ready left Lausanne for England, be- 
Heving their work to have been com- 
pleted, and the French experts are pre- 
paring to depart tomorrow night at the 
conclusion of the ‘‘ last session’’ for 
discussion of the Straits. Whether a 
rupture will come on the Straits prob- 
lem depends chiefly on whether the En- 
tente diplomats and their experts can 
remove the Turkish fears. This they are 
trying to do tonight. 

Ismet Pasha caused a sensation among 
the delegates by insisting that Greece 
should have no seat on the international 
commission of control for the Straits be- 
cause she was not a great power. 

Ex-Premier Venizelos replied that if 
Greece was not a great power the sta- 
tistics showed that she stood second 
among the world’s nations in her amount 
|of commerce with the Black Sea and 
therefore that Greece could, not be 
ignored. 

Lord Curzon today informed Camille 
Barrére, head of the French delegation, 
that in a spirit of friendship for France 
the British Government had abandoned 
the idea of having the Lausanne treaty 
written in the English and French 
jlanguages, He agreed that French alone

| request in this connection, the English 
initiative created an execedingly pleas- 
ant feeling among the Frenchmen, who 
like to have their , language regarded 
always as the language of diplomacy.

ODESSA, Dec. 1 (By courier to Lon- 
don Dec. 19).—For the first time since 
the days recorded in the Bible, the Jew- 
ish people have a large army, capable of 
protecting the lives and interests of 
5,000,000 of their race living in Russia. 

It was organized in secret a year ago, 
and this army, which in many respects 
parallels Michael Collins’s Irish army 
before the Free State days, ‘‘ the Jewish 
defense army'’ has grown until it ap- 
proximates 500,000 strong.

Becker, according to Monstein,

I made} 
them all up myself,’’ was the reply. 

Monstein’s testimony came at the end 
of a long day for the jurors. One of the 
early witnesses was Anna Elias, the | 
woman for whom Becker left his wife} 
and children at one time, the woman to 
whom he returned after Mrs. Becker | 
disappeared last April and the woman 
for whom the prosecution asserts, he 
murdered his wife. 

Anna Elias Takes Stand. 


She is short, rather stockily bullt and 
about 25 years old, and was obviously 
under a great nervous,strain on the wit- 
ness stand. Although Becker kept his | 
eyes fixed on her, she never once glanced 
at him. Her voice was s0 low that 
Judge Gibbs frequently had to ask her | 
to speak louder. Guided by Mr. Cohn, | 
she told of her first meeting with Becker 
on a Coney Island truck ride and picnic 
in August, 1919. She met him again at

SNAKES ON BOARD 
GAVE GREW A SCARE 


| Discovered in Strong Room of 
| the Orizaba, Probably Es- 
| caped From Circus. 


IMMUNE TO CHLOROFORM 


Are Killed With Clubs Before Pas-

Vhen the Ward Line steamship Ort- 
zaba arrived yesterday at her piér foot 
of Wall Street with seventy first and 
forty-four third-class passengers from

seemed rather remarkable to the cus- 
toms officials. The purser and other

asleep, but it did not affect the serpents. |

|Robert Officer, U. P. Graduate, 
Tells How Fourteen Men Were

Press).—Robert Officer, one of the sur-| 

vivors of the rioting in which twenty | 

non-union men were. killed at Herrin, | 

testified today at the trial of the five] 
men charged with their murder. Officer, 
a graduate of the University of Pennsyl- 

vania, was a bookkeeper at the Strip | 

| Mine, where the trouble started. He | 
described the attack on the property on 

ithe afternon of June 21, when three} 

! union miners were shot and killed. 

Colonel Sam Hunter of the Adjutant | 
General’s office at Springfield, another |} 
witness, testified that there were no 
agreements between the non-unlon work- 
|} ers at the mine and local officials of the 
United Mine Workers for.a truce and a 
safe conduct for the besieged workers 
|} out of the district. Officer's testimony 
| corroborated this. | 
Colonel Hunter said he had tried to} 
{arrange such a truce while acting in a 
{purely personal capacity, having come | 
idown from Springfield when he heard 
{of the trouble. 

Officer said Colonel Hunter had talked 
to him over the telephone and said 
that W. J. Lester, the owner, had au- 
thorized the surrender of the property. 

Just before nightfall, Officer testified, 
those in the mine raised a white flag, 
but the sniping f-9m surrounding hills | 
continuce! “J. wight and the flag was | 
towered at daybreak when/the non-j 
union men took refuge in some freight 
cars. Then the fierceness of the attack | 
increased and the besieged decided to 
eee raising a white flag, he said. 

After being assured of their safety, ac- 
cording to the witness, tne forty-eight | 
non-union men were led from the mine, 
Cc. K. McDowell, the superintendent, 
limping painfully along on his artificial 
leg. The crowd constantly increased 
and Officer quoted one of its leaders, | 
whom he could not identify, as shout- |} 
ing: “They're nothing but strike- | 
breakers and we ought to kill them all.”’ 
About a mile from the mine, the wit- 
ness said, McDowell was led away by 
two men. Other witnesses have testified | 
that the crippled superintendent was 
slain at this spot. = 
Then the crowd marched about two 
miles further, where the remaining 
forty-seven prisoners were lined before 
a barbed wire fence near a clump of |} 
| woods, Officer said. 

‘We're going to give you a chance 
for your lives,’’ he quoted one of the 
leaders as shouting, and then the firing 
began. | 

Officer said he dropped at the first 
discharge and rolled under the fence, 
fleeing while the crowd was hunting 
down those who had escaped the rain of 
lead. He described the crowd as 
“* howling like wolves.”’ 

‘* Only those who have guns can enter 
{the woods,’ the witness said he heard 
one of the mob leaders cry. 

It was at the wire fence that other | 
witnesses have testified fourteen bodies 
were found. Four others, according to 
the testimony, were found in a clump of 
woods a short distance away, having 
been shot down as they fled. Six fugi- 
tives were captured, witnesses have 
sald, driven through the streets of Her- |! 
rin and shot down at a cemétery just 
outside the town. The distance from 
the mine through the woods to the 
cemetery has been given as approxi- 
mately six and one-half miles. The 
time of the start from the’ mine has 
been placed at 6:40 A. M., and the 
shooting at the cemetery at 9 A. M. to 
10:30 A. 3 

Officer said that the only man he 
recognized was Hugh Willis, State 
Board member of the United Mine 
Workers. He said Willis drove up to 
the crowd before the shooting at the 
woods, asked for the leader and then 
disappeared from his view. 

Under a severe cross-examination Of- 
ficer said there were forty-five workers 
in the pit and about twenty-five guards, 
all of whom had been brought from 
Chicago at the time of the riots. He 
said he was at present employed in a 
Kentucky mine in which W. J. Lester 
has an interest. 

Officer said that McDowell had dealt 
out arms and ammunition which the 
men used in the mine at the time of 
the first attack, and admitted that he 
himself had a gun. He also told of an 
airplane. flying over the mine and said

Britain Leads in Number of Vessels 
Broken Up and in Process of 
Being Scrapped. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Secretary 
Denby today submitted to the House a 
report showing what the nations sign- 
ing the five-power naval treaty have 
done toward scrapping their ships under 
the terms of the agreement. The report 
shows that Japan has not scrapped as 
many ships as England and the United 
States, but has kept in condition ships 
marked for destruction, 

In his report Secretary Denby gives 
this explanation for Japan’s attitude: 

““The Japanese Ministry of Marine 
has stated that while work preliminary 
to scrapping will be done, the hulls will 
not be broken up or sunk until the 
treaties have been ratified by all the 
powers.”’ 

The Secretary’s report follows:

-It was in- 
dicated that the scope of future hear- | 
ings would depend to a large measure 
upon the nature of information to be / 
laid before the cominittee by Represen- 
tative Woodruff, Republican, of Michi- | 
Ban, after his examination of docu- 
ments at the Department of Justice. 

The committee in proceeding with the | 
hearing on its own initiative, had be- 
fore it today Mr. Woodruff and Repre- | 
sentative Johnson, Republican, of South | 
Dakota. Both emphasized that they | 
had had no part in the drafting of the 
Keller charges and that*°they were ap- | 
pearing solely in response to an invita- 
tion from Chairman Volstead. 

Mr. Woodruff, who has. charged 
failure by the Attorney General to pros- 
ecute war fraud cases, told the commit- | 
tee that since he made his charges in 
April the situation had changed “ due to | 
the fact that the Attorney General has | 
started suit or taken the necessary ac- | 
tion to begin proceedings in at least six | 
of the eight or nine cases I mentioned 
in my charges.”’ | 

He stated that he had no desire to em- | 
barrass the Attorney General in: the | 
prosecution of the cases, but added: 

‘‘If the committee is to go into any- 
thing outside of the Keller ci harges - 
might submit some other evidence. 

He said he was represented by counsel, | 
H. L. Scaife, formerly an employer of | 
the Department of Justice. He asked | 
that several records in the Department | 
be furnished the committee and that all’ 
the correspondence relating to the | 
Wright-Martin case be made available 
to himself and counsel. 

Some committeemen “wanted to know | 
why he needed an attorney and he re- 
plied that he was not a lawyer and had 
retained counsel to assist in the orderly 
presentation of evidence. Representa~ 
tive Graham suggested that the com- 
mittee could b relied upon to tuke care 
of orderly procedure.”’ | 

The Michigan member said that some | 
of the charges he might present would 
be of an impeachable character, but he | 
could not form a definite opinion un ul 
he had examined the documents at the 
Department of Justice. | 

Questioned about reports that he had

trounced by [Irish Johnny Curtin in 
their bout in Jersey City last Monday 
night. Before the latter contest it had 
been stated by Rickard and Flournoy 
that if Smith should be outpointed by 
his Jersey City rival, the Smith-Lynch 
bout would not be held Friday night. 

Plans had progressed so far in the ef- 
forts of Rickard and Flournoy to pro- 
vide against that emergency that Johnny 
Dundee and Joe Tiplitz had been practi- 
cally matched for a substitute twelve- 
round bout which was officially an- 
nounced at the Garden. Further efforts 
were made to arrange a bout between 
Joe Welling and Dundee, or Johnny 
Shugrue and Welling. 

It developed yesterday that the pro- 
hibitive financial demands of the boxers 
sought made it imperative for Rickard 
to return to the Lynch-Smith fracas, but 
with a revision in the prices of admis- 
sion to the bantamweight title battle. 
Whereas it had been planned to charge 
from $1 to $7 for the bout, Rickard dis- 
earded the $7 price and substituted a 
scale which will run from $1 to $5. 

The fact that Smith was adjudged the 
loser by the newspaper decisions fol- 
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lowing the Curtin bout was weighed in| 


the balance by Richard against the fact 
that he either had to submit to what he

ublic Opinion in Relation to War- 
fare in Vital industries. 
1'0 the Editor of The New York Times: 

I regret that in your editorial cf Dee, 
15, ‘** Tinkering With the Transportation 
Act,” you cast the weight of your 
judgment against laws prohibiting 
strikes in vital industries and imply the 
effectiveness of public opinion. Public 
opinion in determining the settlement of 
a strike is of value but not in preventing 
this, kind of unwarranted warfare. 
Farmers, railroads, strikers and all the 
rest of the public are now paying for 
the recent strikes. <A railroad opinion 
on the right to strike may be influenced 
by the desire to retain rights to retali- 
atory methods. 

The public, always the victim, should 
permit neither, and contract laws 
should be enacted, governing. both 
worker and employer in vital industries, 
as rigid and as equitable as the leas- 
ing of living quarters. The strike now 
has no place in cfvilization even though 
past conditions sanctioned its use. 
Appeal to public opinion is now open 
to both sides of a controversy before 
war is_ started. No more industrial

Regulating Pedestrians.

This morning's TIMES says: ‘‘ No mechan- 
ical device can replace bluecoated directors 
of traffic.’’

The St. Vincent de Paul Soelety, the 
are and Flower Mission and _ the 
tharity Organization Society will help 
to make Christmas a happy Gay in the 
City Hospital. The hospital will be deco- 
rated and there Will be Christmas trees 
in every ward. There will be moving 
pictures and Christmas carols in Sea 
View Hospital, with trees and many 
presents. At Coney Island Hospital there 
will be trees, with a Santa Ciaus house 
in the children’s ward, where presents 
will be distributed. Greenpoint, Cum- 
berland Street, Kings County and other 
hospitals also will have ceiebrations, 
many school children taking part in the 
distribution of presents which they have 
contributed. 


The City’s Biggest Party. 


One of the biggest city parties will 
be at Palm Garden on Dec. 28. There 
2,000 children will get a present each 
and candy and fruit from Santa Claus. 
The little guests will gather at play- 
grounds throughout the city and ride to 
the Garden in city buses. There will 
be vaudeville and dancing. 

In all city institutions a special din- 
ner will be served. In the correctional 
institutions the inmates will have soup, 
roast chicken, celery, mashed turnips, 
apple jelly, baked sweet potatoes, mince 
pie, fruit and coffee.

STEAM SHOVEL DIGS UP 
100-YEAR TOMBSTONE 


Memorials to Women Unearthed 
in Mott Street, Once a Resi- . 
dential Section. . 


Workmen operating a steam shovel 
yesterday at 33 Mott Street, in the 
heart of Chinatown,. unearthed two 
tombstones for women who, it is be- 
lieved, were buried there more than a 
century ago, when Mott Street was a 
fine vesidential section. The steam 
shovel was being used by the Kennedy 
Construction Company in the excava- 
tion for a parochial school, which is to 
be built next to the Church of the 
Transfiguration. 

One of the stones bore the inscription: 
‘“‘In Memory of Catherine, Wife of 
Adam Hyler, Who Departed This Life 
May 27, 1810, Aged 31.’’ The legible 
lettering on the other read: ‘‘ Wife of 
George Sparling, Who Departed This 
Life Oct. 7, 1809." The inscriptions were 
discovered by Policeman George Morris 
of the Oak Street Station. — 

No one now living in the section could 
be found who refhembered the Hyler or 
Sparling families as among those that 
were connected with the traditions of 
the neighborhood. It was said that years 
ago there was a graveyard adjoining 2 
ehurech that stood where the Chureh of 
the Transfiguration now is, and it is be- 
lieved that it fell into a state of neglect 
and was covered over by a school build- 
ing which was recently torn down: to 
make way for the new parochial] school.

“Mr. Untermyer would make it un- 
lawful for any labor union to exist 
without license from a State commis- 


|} sion. The power to grant a Hcense im- 


plies the power to refuse or reveke it. 
Every union would be dependent for its 


“|very existence on the discretion of a 


small body of appointed officials. 
‘State Commissioners are no more 
immune to the temptation to abuse their 


| Power than are any other mortals. The 
| commissioners would not judge the fit- 


ness of a union’ on the basis of what 


Mr. Untermyer regards as ‘ unsocial 


| practices,’ but on the basis of what the 


commissioners themselves might regard 
as ‘dangerous radicalism,’ or of what 
they might think good for ‘ business in- 
terests.’ The rights of organized labor 
are too precious to be put in such 
hazard.

Revocation of a union’s license at a 
critical moment might give instant vic- 
tory to the employers in a pending strike 
or lockout and instantly disorganize and 
bankrupt the union. Possible restora- 
tion of the license after a judicial re- 
view occupying weeks or months would 
never put the union back in the position 
where it was before the blow was 
struck. 


“It is equally idle to say that the 
proposed law will affect capitalists and 
wage workers alike. We have_had- too 
much ‘ experience in France, England, 
Germany and the United ‘States with 
laws which ostensibly regulated the con- 
duct of both labor unions and employers 
associations. Those laws were always 
enforced against the workmen and never 
against the employers. The latter, be- 
ing relatively few in number, can always 
combine secretly, which it is imspracti- 
cable for thousands of workingmen to 
do and undesirable that they should at- 
tempt. 

‘‘ Even if the law could be and actual- 
ly were enforced’ impartially, it would 
not bear equally on both parties. Dis- 
solving a union reduces its members. to 
individual helplessness in the labor mar- 
ket. Dissolving an employers’ associa- 
tion leaves them still powerfully or- 
ganized in their firms and corporations, 
their business men’s clubs, their cham- 
bers of commerce and boards of trade.’’

working age. 

Thousands of other poor fa.ailies bene- 
fitted indirectly. For instance, if 300 
families are provided for by contribu- 
tions this year, it means that the chari- 
table organizations are reHeved of the 
necessity of rendering emergency assist- 
ance and are able to benefit hundreds 
«f other cases more. substantially than 
‘would otherwise be possible. 

The hundred cases printed in detail 
are typical of thousands of others.

- The existence of a powerful graft ring 
among prohibition agents, lawyers and 
others, operating withing the Federal 
Building in Brooklyn, can no longer be 
doubted, according to United States At- 
torney Ralph C. Greene of Brooklyn, 
who said yesterday that the operations 
of the ring were clearly indicated by 
evidence presented to him on the first 
day of his investigation. He will begin 
to present evidence to the Grand Jury 
probably. today. 

While the investigation was in prog-_ 
ress one Brooklyn policeman was_ held 
on a charge that he accepted a bribe in 
connection with one violation. Two other 
policemen were before Deputy Commis- 
sioner Leach on similar charges. De- 
cision was reserved. 

Speaking of his 
Greene said: 

‘There is at present operating in the 
very confines of the Federal Baeee a 
club, or ring, or organization which has 
been consistently shaking down pe 
engaged in violating the Volstead act 
under the guise of protection. It is : 
posed of at least one lawyer, some laWw- 
yers’ runners, a private detective and 
prohibition agents. * 

* Evidence présented to me within:the 
last twenty-four hours plainly indicates 
the existence of this ring. Extorting 
money from saloonkegpers and others 
who are handling liquor illegally has 
been on the increase. Report after re- 
port has reached us concerning the activ- 
ities of this group.”’ 

Mr. Greene said that most of the fifty 
subpoenas issued for restaurant and 
cabaret owners, lawyers and others who 
will be asked to tell what they know of 
grafting on prohibition had been served. 


Policeman on Trial. 


Patrolman August MHelmerson, 321 
Fifty-first Street, Brooklyn, was locked 
up on a second charge of accepting' a 
bribe as soon. as a similar charge

Robert S, Entwistle of 140 Bast Sev- 
enty-second Street, formerly an actor 
and stage manager for the late Charles 
Frohman, died in the, Prospect Heights 
Hospital, Brooklyn, yesterday, from in- 
juries received when knocked down by 
an automobile at Park Avenue and Sev- 
enty-second Street on Election Day. He 
leaves three motherless. children, who 
will be taken care of by his brother, 
Harold Entwistle of Cincinnati, general 
manager for Walter Hampden. 

Harold Entwistle, who was at the 
Hotel Flanders last night, said that his 
brother's spine was broken ir two places 
and was shoved up into the brain. The 
injury to the brain resulted in his death. 
According to Harold Entwistle, the car 
that struck his brother was @ large pri- 
vate car, driven by a chauffeur. The 
chauffeur Jumped down and looked at 
the injured man and then ran back to 
his car and drove rapidy away, Harold 
luntwistle said, 

A man and woman who saw the acci- 
dent took the injured man to the Presby- 
terian Hospital in another automobile. 
He was later removed to Bellevue and 
then to the private hospital in Brooklyn. 
The witnesses failed to note the license 
number of the automobile correctly, and 
mo trace ,of the automobile has been 
found. 

The accident happened about 10:30 
o'clock at night when Mr. Entwistle was 
on his way home from a shop he _con- 
ducted at Madison Avenue and Fifty- 
fourth Street. According to his brother, 
it was the only shop of its kind in the 
world.

FAIL TO FIND TRACE 
OF DENVER BANDITS 


Police Spurred by Offers of 
$15,000 in Rewards—House 
in the City Being Watched. 


DENVER, Dec. 19.—After a day and 
night of searching for the bandits who 
shot and killed Charles Linton, stole 
$200,000 from Federal Reserve guards in 
front of the mint and then made their 
escape, the city and State officials were 


without tangible clues as to the identity 


of the desperadoes. 

Police, who were spurred by the re- 
ward of $10,000 offered for the bandits, 
dead or alive, by the City and County 
of Denver, and an additional $5,000 of- 
fered by the Federal Reserve Bank, ad- 
mitted that they were far from the 
solution of the hold-up. 

Tonight a squad of detectives are 
watehing 2. rooming house near the mint, 
where early in the day a car, evidently 
left on the street by the bandits to be 
used in case of accident to their own 
machine during the hold-up, was dis- 
covered through information furnished 
by a woman. The car, investigation 
showed, had been stolen. The automo- 
bile, according to the woman, 
parked on the street by three men, 
about an hour preceding the hold-up and 
gun fighting on the steps of the mint. 
That the robbery was accomplished by 
Denver bandits and not by outsiders is 
the belief of the Chief of Police and the 
search for them is being conducted with 
that theory in mind. 

All stores here and in near-by cities 
are watching for possible appearance of 
the stolen bills. The numbers of ‘the 
bills, all of $5 denomination, as given 
out by officials of the Reserve Bank, are 
from 20,852,001 to 20,876,000 and from 
20,940.001 to 20,956,000. 

Radiograms broadcast from several 
stations have conveyed to distant police 
stations a description of the bandits. 


SCRANTON, Pa., Dec. 19.—While he 
made people in a local theatre laugh 
and applaud his lines and antics on the

But this is the first time 
that ever happened to me.”’ 

One of the actress’s close friends, who 
saw her late in the evening, reported 
her as much better. 

‘“"You see, I am quite well now,’’ Mme. 
Bernhardt said. ~ ‘‘ My son frowns and 
says I must take a long rest. But never 
that! You know quite well that rest 
means death to me.”’ 

All flowers from the theatre were 
taken to the actress’s house, which was 
locked up. The telephone was discon- 
nected as a precaution against too nu- 
merous inquirers. 

A bulletin issued this afternoon by 
Mme. Bernhbardt’s physicians said: 

‘The crisis has fortunately and rapid- 
ly terminated. It exacts, however, ab-| 
solute repose for some days, with com- 
plete isolation.’’ |

The Philadelphia Orchestra. 


The Philadelphia Orchestra under Mr. 
Stokowski’s direction has given few 
finer performances than it gave, at its 
concert in Carnegie Hall last evening. 
Yhe program comprised the scene from 
Debussy’s ‘‘Le Martyre de Saint 
Sébastien ’’ entitled ‘‘La Cour des 
Lys ’'; Chausson's symphony in B flat; 
the end of the third act of Wagner's 
“ G6tterdimmerung’”’ and Tschaikow- 
sky’s B flat minor plano concerto, 
played by Mme. Olga Samaroff. 

Excerpts from ‘‘ Le Martyre de Saint 
Sébastien ’’ were given in New York in 
1912 by Kurt Schindler with what 
Was at that time known as the Mac- 
Dowell Chorus. It is a choral work, a 
““mystery,’’ written after the manner 
of mediaeval plays. The piece played 
last evening is the orchestral introduc- 
tion to one of the scenes, and expresses 
the vision’ of the Good Shepherd. The 


music is deliberately archaic in its out- 
line and substance; there is the sugges- 
tion of mystery, of the divine summon- 
ing of Sébastien to his high mission. 
The color is determined by the prepon- 
derating use of the wood winds, by the 
successions of fifths in the harmonies 
and by other archaic traits. The music 
has little of the aspect that is famil- 
jarly associated with Debussy; few of 
his characteristic turns of melody and 
harmony. It has a grave, sweet beauty, 
suggestive of the other worldly things 
disclosed by the, drama; and the effect 
was fully represented by the remark- 
ably fine and euphonious performance 
by the orchestra. 

Remarkably fine and euphonious also 
was the performance of Chausson's 
symphony, a work of consummate skill 
in orchestration, tn whicr the instru- 
mental effects are made with an un- 
erring touch. The work is suffused with 
a deeply romantic and poetical coloring, 
ardent and sensuous; and this coloring 
was reproduced with the utmost warmth 
and loveliness of tone and tint. It may 
be, as has been suggested, that the sym- 
phony skows traces of the influence of 
Wagner. It was composed in 1890, ‘when 
young France was still under that influ- 
ence. But it is even more a personal 
and individual utterance. The symphony 
is not unknown to New York; it has 
several times been played by the New 
York Symphony Orchestra under Mr. 
Damrosch, and +f is one that might well 
have a more erequent eo es ‘ 

Mme. Samaroff played Tschaikowsky’s 
well-thumbed concerto with grace and 
fluency rather than with the insistent 
and strenuous force that more truly be- 
comes it. Here ts a work that is be- 

inning, or has some time since begun, 
5 lose something of its freshness, but 
pianists let it go with reluctance, pre- 
sumably because it is supposed to he 
so sure of its effect. The accompani- 
ment was admirably played.

“The God of Vengeance’’ has been 
widely played on the Continent of 
Europe and was produced here at the 
Jewish Art Theatre with Rudolph Schild- 
kraut in the leading part, but it is not 
likely to achieve popularity in English 
unless Greenwich Village should develop 
an appetite for the seamy side of life be- 
yond anything it has as yet displayed. 
It is a study of the religious impulse— 
perhaps rather of religious mania—de- 
veloping in the heart of a keeper of 
brothels who profitably pursues his sor- 
aid trade even while cherishing the Holy 
Scroll of the law within his home. 

Specifically, Yekel’s plan is to marry 
his daughter to a young man of good 
family. Her mother, a former prosti- 
tute, proves an insufficient guide to 
respectability, and it presently appears 
that the girl herself has inherited im- 
pulses toward the life of shame. The 


sins of the parents are visited upon 
their child. As the plans of the 
shadchen are coming to a point she 
escapes to a brothel, conveniently if 
unconvincingly located on the floor be- 


low Yekel’s apartment. The payment 
of a bribe secures her return, but not 
until she hag been initiated into the 
world of her parents. <An attempt is 
made to palm her off on the bride- 
room’s father, in which the schadchen 
8 a willing accomplice, but when 
Yekel learns that the boy is studying to 
be a rabbi the necessary Iie sticks in 
his throat. He drives his depraved 
womenfolk out of his door and gives 
way in despair to his conviction of sin 
and his terror of 4 vengeful God. 

The play has acting possibilities that 
are beyond most of the members of the 
Players’ Company, nor is the stage man- 
peg always creative of illusion. 
Thus a pair of pretending trollopes, who 
in face and demeanor are of the best 
socitty, go out into the May rain fe 
frolic like dryads and come in with 
thelr hair wg otgramed d dripping, but their 
satin gowns as fresh as ever. Rudolph 
Schildkraut is said/to have created the 
part of Yekel when Reinhardt produced 
the play in Berlin in 1910. His com- 
mand of English ts not yet complete and 
he is apparently cramped by the nar- 
row Provincetown stage and by the lack 
of effective co-operation. But his per- 
formance has elements of great strength. 
His denotement of reverence for ithe 
Holy Scroll and of crude aspirations 
toward righteousness is unfailingly sin- 
cere and effective. 


Jan van Bommel In Recital. 

Jan van Bommel, a Dutch baritone 
who has been for some time in this 
country, gave a recital at Aeolian Hall 
last evening, assisted at: the piano by 
Louis Robert. There was a good-sized 
audience to hear the singer’s varied 
program, beginning with Beethoven’s

FINANCIAL MARKETS; 


Stocks Generally Firmer, Bonds 
Irregular, Foreign Exchange 
Slightly Lower. 


In the somewhat irregular movement 


of yesterday’s markets, the comparative 
steadiness of stocks and the. further 


downward reaction of foreign exchange 
attracted the most notice. Neither at- 
titude was unexpected. The so-called 
bad news which had depressed the stock 
market the day before, consisted mostly 
of announcements which had been an- 
ticipated; some of them, like the official 
denial of an ‘‘ extra dividend on Steel,’ 


being put out to dispose of rumors 
which nobody had seriously believed. 
The failure of a Kansas City Stuck Ex- 
change house probably had less actual 
influence, even on Monday, than Wall 
Street for the moment imagined; yes- 
terday that occurrence, which was one 
of the natural sequels to the early 
Autumn craze over oil speculation, was 
almost forgotten on the market. 

That sterling and the Continental ex- 
changes should have gone lower yester- 
day was equally natural. When the 
real causes behind a prolonged and 
spectacular advance—including both 
purchases for necessary remittances and 
“‘ covering ’’ by unlucky ‘‘ bear specu- 
lators’’—have spent their force, the 
market always goes on rising for a time 
under the momentum of excited specula- 
tion for the rise. At such a stage the 


| movement must either be sustained by 


unexpectedly favorable news, or else 
reaction is inevitable. The news was 
supplied to the market at the end of 
last week, but unfortunately it was not 
correct news.

Shorts Forced to Cover. 


What appeared to be a. concerted! 
movement on the part of so-called in-. 
siders to force professional traders, who 
had sold stocks for the decliné on Mon- 
day, to cover their commitments was 
believed to be mainly responsible for the 
recovery in security pricés yesterday.

Gyrations in General Electric. 


Despite the denials made some time 
ago by offiters of thé General Electric 
Company, to the effect that the com- 
pany would not make an extra distribu- 
tion to stockholders in the form of 
stock other than the plan which is now 
in effect, the rumor continues to circu- 
late about the financial district. On the 
strength of such a report the stock 
moved up 4% points on Monday and 
closed at 1845.

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FOREIGN EXCHANGE. 


Mixed and Irregular Movements 
in Exchanges—Refusal of 
Loan a Factor. 


The foreign exchange market vester- 
day presented just about as mixed and 
irregular an aspect as could have been 
possible. Sterling was weak, marks 
were firm, the Czechoslovakians rallied 
sharply, as did ChineSe exchange; the 
Polish mark almost equaled its previous 
low for all time, while the Argentine 
and Chilean exchanges were firm to 
strong.

Woman Escapes Wheels by Roll- 


ing Into Drain Gulley as Ex- 
press Passes Over Her. 


* Starting on a Christmas shopping trip 
with her husband, Victor, and her 5- 


Year-old daughter, Cecelia, Mrs. Cecella 
Correz of 50 Hilton Street, East Orange, 

- J., slipped and fell in front of an 
nceoming express train just as she was 
eaving the Thirty-fourth Street station 
of the B. R. T. yesterday morning. She 
escaped serious injury, although two 
trucks of the first car passed over her. 
Transit officials said she had had ane 
of the most remarkable escapes from 
what seemed certain death in the his- 
tory of railroading in this city. As 
she fell from the platform Mrs. Correz 
Folled into the drain gully. in the centre 
of the track at the instant that the for- 
ward car reached her. She was taken 
to New York Hospital with a fractured 
right ankle and suffering from shock. 

Mr. and Mrs. Correz, with their lit- 
tle daughter, had left a northbound 
train and were hurrying through the 
holiday crowd, making for the lower 
entrance on Thirty-fourth Street.

SETS NEW RECORD IN RADIO. 


Amateur Signals From Los Angeles | 
Are Heard In France. | 


Special to The New York Times. 
HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 19.—Anéther | 
International record for the American | 
Amateur Radiograph was made on Mon- | 
day, when the amateur station 6 KA, | 
operated by F. E. Nikirk at Los An- | 
geles, Cal., was heard by amateurs in| 
France, according to information re- 
ceived here today. 

This is the first time a Western coast | 
amateur has heen heard across the At- 
lantic and is the greatest single achiéve- 
ment recorded during the three annual 
transatlantie tests. Another station, $ 
DWK, operated by A. R.. Uleke at| 
Jackson, Mo., was also heard. 

Today’s report shows a total of thirty- 
six stations heard in France yesterday

RELIANCE SURVIVORS 
| SAVED BY VOLUNTEER 


| He Swam Ashore Through Icy 


| Water, Carrying Line From 


| the Wrecked Vessel. 


| SAULT STE. MARIE, Ont., Dec. 19.— 
Wireless dispatches today told of the 
remarkable heroism displayed by Billy 
| Gow, fireman aboard the Reliance, after 
the tug, carrying thirty-six persons, 
crashed onto the racky shore of Lizard 
| Island in Northern Lake Superior nearly 

a week ago. 

Sunday night, four days after the 
| tug had grounded, Gow volunteered to 
iswim ashore with a rope and he en- 
| abled his stranded companions to make 
their way to the island on rafts con- 
| structed from ice skiffs belonging to the 
{ pr 
| Dominion Fish Company, which the Re- 
liance was carrying. 
| Only one of the tug’s boats was able 

to reach the shore. The others had been 
lost the first day, when attempts had 
been made to launch them. 

Advices received today “indicated that 
three lives were lost at this time. The 
fourth to die, an unnamed Finlander, 
succumbed on the tug while being taken 
to the Seo for treatment after he had 
fallen ill. 

From Wednesday until Sunday the Re- 
liance, hard aground, was buffeted by 
|} gales. She struck a quarter of a mile 
from shore, but by Sunday night the 
pounding waves had driven her to with- 
in seventy-five yards of shore, and then 
Gow volunteered to reach the island. 
Plunging into the icy water, with a rope 
tied around his waist, he struck out 
for. land. 

For a time it seemed as if’Gow would 
fail, but he kept on and finall#* crawled 
upon the rocky shore.

CASHIER ARRESTED 
IN $16,000 SHORTAGE 


Wholesale Jewelers Charge a 
Series of Thefts During 
Last 21 Months. 


PLAYED RACES, POLICE SAY 


Accused Won Confidence of Em- 


ployers by Hard Work and Night 
Study In Law Course. 


The theft of $16,000 from his employers 
who had encouraged him in his prepara- 
tion at New York University for the 
practice of law, was charged yesterday 
against Abraham Strongin, 25, book- 
keeper and cashier for Louis Manheimer | 
& Bros., wholesale and ‘retail jewelers, 
of 35 Maiden Lane. The accuged has a 
wife and two small children. Accord- 
ing to Detective Sergeant Pierce Flem- 
ing of the Old Street Station, who ar- 
rested Strongin, the alleged theft was 
due to Strongin’s desire to play the 
races, 

The arrest came as a blow to the 
young man’s family and relatives, who 
live at 1,426 Stebbins Avenue, the F ronx. 
It was said that the alleged theft ex- 
tended over a period of nearly two

years. Strongin applied himself so hard 
to his work during the day and to his 
studies at night that he won commenda- 
tion from his employers. 

According to a member of the firm, a 
slight discrepancy was found in Stron- 
gin’s tash account several days ago, but 
no importance was attached to it. One 
question, however, led to another, and, 
a member of the firm said, when 
Strongin was unable to explain the dis- 
crepancy accountants were put to work 
on the books, 

According to the police and members 
of the firm, Strongin began his thefts 
soon after he entered the employ of the 
company, in March, 1921. When the 
audit was completed yesterday and the 
total shortage was figured at $16,000, 
Strongin was called to the offices of the 
Fidelity and Casualty Insurance Com- 
pany, 92 Liberty Street. There he v’as 
confronted by officials of the company, 
and, according to Detective Sergeant 
Fleming, admitted the charge. Detective 
Fleming was sent to the-bonding com- 
pany to arrest Strongin on the charge 
of grand larceny. He was locked up at 
Poltee Headquarters. 

Strongin corminued his. studies until 
eight weeks ago at the Law School of 


New York University, according to one 
of his employers.
